Fire Burns for 
Week on Side of 
Mt. San Jacinto 


The forest fire, which started 
over a week ago on the practic­ 
ally inaccessible 
area 
on 
the 
north side of Mt. San 
Jacinto, 
was finally extinguished W ednes­ 
day by a crew of fire fighters 
from th e Morongo Indian reser­ 
vation. 
The fire was burning at 
an elevation of from 5000 to 8500 
feet, and fire fighting crew s had 
considerable 
di.ific.uity 
reaching 
it. 
Nine o f a group of 
Morongo 
Indians, who w ere dispatched to 
the scene of the fire, w ent to the 
upper end of the fire area and 
came o u t at Black m ountain. The

Fire G uard Jam es G raham final­ 
ly 
reached 
the 
fire 
Tuesday 
m orning after three unsuccessful 
attem pts had been m ade by other 
crews.

Saturday w ere unsuccessful 
in 
scaling the high cliffs of 
Snow 
creek. 
The latter crew has previously 
failed to drop into the steep can­ 
yon from the top of Mt. San J a ­ 
cinto. w hile the attem pt of an ­ 
other group of foresters to cross 
Black m ountain into the fire area 
also proved futile. 
N ature aided the fire fighters 
in "pinching out" the fire, con­ 
ning it to a long island betw een 
the bare granite rocks above the 
two forks of Snow creek. 
It w as one of the most spec­ 
tacular battles of the year for the

Those portraits, while a r­ 
tistically magnificent, have a historic flaw in com­ 
mon w ith famed group portraits of m em bers ot 
the Continental Congress and signers of the Dec­ 
laration of Independence.

such heroes invariably are pictured in old age or 
late middle age—although youth, daring and bril­ 
liant, w as largely responsible for creating this n a­ 
tion and shaping its destiny. 
In 1776, when the Declaration of Independence 
w as signed, Alexander H am ilton w as a youth ot 
19! 
T he immortal Jefferson, who wrote it, was 
only 33! The intellectual but erratic Aaron Burr 
w as 2 0 ’ 
“Lighthorse H arry ” Lee, 
outstanding 
m ilitary officer, w as 20! George W ashington was 
comparatively an oldster— at 44! Theodore Roo­ 
sevelt w as a New York legislator at 23, candidate 
for m ayor of New York at 28! Lincoln began pub­ 
lic life in the Illinois Legislature when but 25! 


As always, youth will be served. 
Making his 
m aiden speech'in House of Commons, Benjamin 
T)israeli, aged 33, shouted defiantly: 
“I will sit 
down now , but the time will come when you will 
h ear m e!” 
That young man becam e England’s 
g re a test statesm an. 
Y ears later, he wrote: 
“T h e Youth of a Nation are the trustees of 
P osterity .”

The following outline of educa­ 
tional problems of the young men 
of today relative to the 
M arine

received by R. M. Gorham , local

the M arine Corps in the postoffice 
building in Los Angeles, in a re­ 
cent letter.

there was reason to believe that 
one third of the total unemployed 
in the United States w ere young 
men between the ages of 18 and 
21, most of whom had the handi­ 
cap of incomplete schooling 
or 
training in specialized w ork 
to 
ham per them in their search for 
a perm anent place in a 
world 
which Jiad proved to be a com­ 
plex problem for men of mature 
years and w ide experience. 
T he changes and increase 
in 
the tempo of living in general 
throughout 
the 
U nited 
States 
which made themselves felt im ­ 
m ediately following the armistice 
in 1918 and continue to this day 
have had a counterpart in 
the 
m ilitary service calling for a well 
developed schedule of 
training 
and specialization in all phases of 
the m ilitary 
profession. 
Every 
effort is made to obtain the en­ 
listm ent of the type 
o f 
young 
man possessing the capacity to 
absorb instruction first in basic 
or academ ic training and then in 
the specializations of the w ork of 
the M arin e Corps. 
M an y m eth­ 
ods have been attempted, includ­ 
ing a schedule of basic instruc­ 
tion by designated teachers 
in 
large posts and bases o f the M a­ 
rine Corps w ith m oderate 
suc­ 
cess. 
However, 
in 
the 
corre­ 
spondence school system a prac­ 
tical solution has been found the 
problem. 
B y using the tried and proven 
methods of one of the best known 
correspondence schools of

country, through the m edium of a 
staff of trained instructors m ain­ 
tained by the M arine Corps in 
headquarters at W ashington, D. 
C „ it has been possible to carry- 
under constant instruction

proxim ately one third of the to­ 
tal strength of the M arin e Corps.

The board

supervisors is not required to ac­ 
cept the recommendations of the 
commission, but the new set-up 
w ill preclude all possibility of a 
road not being properly brought 
before the public, it was suggest­ 
ed.
